The worst outrage ever committed 
on the Gettysburg Battlefield was per­ 
petrated early Tuesday evening in 
the vicinity of Round 
Top and the 
Valley of Death when three handsome 
monuments were battered and bro­ 
ken by a vandal who evidently use 
a heavy hammer for his work. The 
memorials defaced are those of the 
5th Corps Headquarters; 
the 
37th 
Massachusetts; and the 96th Pennsyl­ 
vania. 
The 5th Corps memorial is located 
on Sedgwick avenue

height and has a Maltese cross on 
each of the four sides.

The crime was discovered early on 
Tuesday evening by a member of the 
Ro.-ensteel family. Other residents of 
that vicinity were told and soon quite 
a number had visited the place. Theo­ 
dore Robinson later called on Col. E. 
B. Cope at his home on Baltimore 
street and notified him of the find. 
This morning Colonel Cope visited 
the scene of the depredations and 
brought to the office of the National 
Park Commission pieces of the monu­ 
ments which were found lying about, 
mute evidences of the damage com­ 
mitted. A thorough and complete in- 
'estigation will be made and, should 
the guilty person be discovered.severe 
punishment will without question be 
his lot. Colonel Cope in discussing the 
affair this morning said: 
“This is the worst thing that has 
ever happened to battlefield property 
and we 
sincerely hope that all 
good 
citizens will 
put forth every effort to 
assist the commission in learning the 
names of the persons concerned. They 
should be given the most severe pun­ 
ishment”. Colonel John P. Nicholson, 
chairman of the commission, is not 
in town. 
No motive whatever is ascribed for 
the unusual act. The kindest inter­ 
pretation which has F>een put upon it 
is that some one mentally deranged 
must have visited the section and that 
tile crime was the result of a disor­ 
dered mind. Another theory is that a 
drunken man may have committed the 
outrage; while a possible reason ad­ 
vanced is that some yne may have 
taken this method of showing their 
displeasure over not getting a posi­ 
tion on the battlefield; or that they 
have some spite with persons connect­ 
ed with battlefield work. 
The three monuments which have 
been so defaced were all of granite 
and of the products of skilled work­ 
men. The carving in every instance 
was carefully and beautifully done 
and the memorials were ornaments 
to the parts of the field in which they 
were located. All the monuments on 
the field except the large Pennsyl­ 
vania State Memorial are under the 
care of the National Park Commission 
and, with their usual manner of a t­ 
tending to things, prompt attention 
to the damage as well as a thorough 
search for the perpetrators 
of 
the 
crime may be looked for. 
Colonel Cope thinks that the monu­ 
ments can be temporarily repaired 
for this coming summer but their in­ 
timate replacement will be found nec­ 
essary later on, entailing an expense 
of a large sum of money.
